UNAUTHORISED ABSENCE TO DUTY FROM 21.11.2016 - DISCIPLINARY ACTION 
INITIATED- REMOVAL FROM SERVICE - ORDERS- ISSUED .

In the reference 1st cited the Sub Treasury Officer, Sub Treasury, Ongole has informed 
this office that Sri G. Vamsi Krishna, Office Subordinate was on unauthorized absent to 
duty from 21.11.2016 onwards. In the reference 2nd cited explanation of the individualwas 
called for on his unauthorized absence to duty . 


In the reference 4th cited Article of Charges have been framed against the above 
individual as follows and directed the individual to submit defence statement if any within 
10 days from the date of receipt of the orders . 


“ That the said Sri G. Vamsi Krishna, Office Subordinate , Sub Treasury , Ongole is 
unauthorized absent to duty from 21.11.2016 onwards exceeding one year without any 
prior permission and not applied for any kind of leave and violated the sub rule (1) of 
rule 3 of the Andhra Pradesh Civil Services (Conduct) Rules. 1964 " 


The orders could not be served to the above individual through post as he is not 
residing at the address available in this office . Hence , the said orders were published in 
the AP State Gazette on 05.09.2019 with W.No.36 . The individual has not submitted any 
defence statement so far to the disciplinary authority . 


In the reference 5th cited Sri Sk.Md. Abdullah , Assistant Treasury Officer, District 
Treasury, Ongole was appointed as Inquiry Officer to inquire the truth in the charges framed 
against the above individual as per the procedure laid down under rule 20 of A.P.C.S. 
(CC & A ) Rules , 1991and Sri Sk.Meeravali, Sub Treasury Officer, District Treasury,Ongole 
was appointed as Presenting Officer to present the case on behalf of the disciplinary 
authority under the powers conferred by the Sub rule ( 2) and (5 ) of rule 20 of A.P. Civil 
Services (CC & A ) Rules , 1991. Again the orders could notbe served through post as he is 
not residing at the address . Hence the said orders were published in the AP State Gazette 
on 02.12.2019 with W.No.48 . 


In the reference 6 cited the DTA has issued instructions to finalize the case as per the 
G.O.Ms.No.128 Finance (FR.I) Department, Dt.01.06.2007 immediately and submit 
compliance report to the DTA ,AP , Amaravti @ Ibrahimpatnam . 


In the reference 7th cited the Inquiry Officer has submitted his report stating that inquiry 
notice Dt.09.01.2020 could not be served to the charged officer due to non -availability of 
the individual at the address available and on inquiry with the neighbors it is learnt that the 
where abouts of the individual are notknown , hence the proposed inquiry could not be 
conducted on 18.01.2020 . 


In reference 8th cited a notice has been issued to the individual as final opportunity in 
accordance with G.O.Ms.No.128 Finance (FR.I) Department, Dt.01.06.2007 and directed 
him to submit his explanation within ( 15 ) from the date of receipt of the notice for his 
unauthorized absence to duty. The said notice has been published in A.P. Sate Gazette on 
12.03.2020 with W.No.11 due to non - availability of the individual or his family at the said 
address . The individualhas not submitted any reply to the above notice so far. 
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Having gone through the entire file, it is observed that the charged person is on willful 
absence for a prolonged period of exceeding one year. Further, he failed to submit 
explanation to the charge memo and further show cause notices issued to him , which 
clearly indicates that he had no intention to serve the department. The individualhas been 
awarded with the punishment of CENSURE for his unauthorized absent and the 
unauthorized absentperiod from 21.05.2015 to 11.03.2016 for a period of (296 ) days not 
covered by grantof any leave was treated as Dies- Non for all purposes viz. increments , 
Leave and Pension vide this office Procgs.No.A1 /6085 / 2015 , Dt.05.08.2016 & 
07.09.2016 . Thus past record of the individual also shows that he is habitual absence to 
duty without applying any leave , which is unbecoming of a government servant. Hence he 
deserves appropriate punishment. 


Reasonable opportunities have been given to the above individual. But he has 
not responded at any time. Moreover , his where abouts are not known and as such 
all the notices sent through post could not be served . Hence , the samewere published 
in A.P. Gazette . 


Any absence by the government servant on his own for such a long period will 
have a lot of bearing on his discipline in the department and also it will have adverse 
impact on the administration for ignoring such type ofmisconduct. 


The Government vide G.O.Ms.No.128 , Finance (FR.I) Dept. , Dt. 01.06.2007 have 
issued the following Amendment order to F.R 18 - A . 


Rule 18 - A : A government servant shall be deemed to have resigned from the 
service if he 


a ) is absentwithout authorization for a period exceeding one year ( or) 


b ) Remains absent from duty for a continuous period exceeding five years with 

or without leave ( or) 


c) Continues on Foreign Service beyond the period approved by the State 

Government 


Provided that a reasonable opportunity to explain the reason for such absence 
or continuation on Foreign Service shall be given to the Government servant before 
the provisions of this sub -rule are invoked . 


In view of the circumstances explained above , and in accordance with the orders 
issued by the government vide G.O.Ms.No. 128 , Finance (FR.I) Dept, Dt. 01.06.2007 and 
also following all the due procedure the punishment of removal from service is imposed 
against Sri G.Vamsi Krishna , Office Subordinate for his un -authorized absence formore 
than one year under Rule 9 ( ix ) of Andhra Pradesh Civil Services ( CCA ) Rules, 1991 read

with Rule 18 , Note (4 ) of F.R.duly treating the un- authorized absence period ofthe charged 
officer from 21.11.2016 to 28.05.2020 as “ dies-non ” for all purposes. These orders will 
come into force with immediate effect. 


The Sub Treasury Officer, Ongole is directed to make necessary entries in the Service 
Register of the above individualwith proper attestation .
